Uniform Traffic Code 


NE of the great needs in this country is uniformity in 
motoring and traffic laws. Cities in different parts 

of the country and with varying topography must always 
differ in the details of their traffic regulations, but the 
fundamentals should be the same. 

Some months ago the Automotive Daily News carried 
the announcement of the foundation of the Albert Russell 
Erskine Bureau of Traffic Research, given by the president 
of the Studebaker Corporation to the University of Cali- 
fornia, with Dr. Miller McClintock as its head.
